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Lee schools lead area in test results 


The Lee County School District, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Education, is doing a better job of 
educating than all of the districts surrounding it. 

The 2014 Kentucky School Test Results, released last 
Friday, show the district with an overall score of 69.3, 
which ranks it as a proficient/progressing district. That 
places it above all of the surround districts and second 
in the Kentucky Valley Educational Cooperative region. 
Only Floyd County scored higher. 

“The quality of education in Lee County is good,” 
said Lee County Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr., on 
Monday. We are supposed to be globally competent, and 
I believe our schools are doing that.” 

Within that overall score are several bright spots for the 
district. The most obvious is Southside Elementary. 

The school achieved a score of 77.1, ranking it as a 
distinguished/progressing school, the only one in the seven 
local districts. 

Principal Steve Carroll says the reason for the lofty 
ranking is personalized learning. The teachers know at 
all times what each student’s strengths and weaknesses 
are. The weaknesses are addressed, while the strengths 
are allowed to flourish. 



Individualized education is also being utilized at Beattyville 
Elementary, which produced a score of 70.6. That allows it to 
be ranked as proficient/progressing. 

Evans says that both elementary schools are concentrating 
on each student. He also says that the middle and high schools 


are in the process of doing that. 

Lee County High School, which is a focus school 
needing outside help, scored 72.7. 

“The high school is probably going to take top 10 in 
the state in college/career ready,” Evans said. 

It is the highest ranked high school in the seven districts 
in Lee and surrounding counties. Owsley County High 
is third and Wolfe County High is fourth. 

Lee County Middle School scored 62.3, which ranked 
it as needs improvement/progressing. 

District Assessment Coordinator Glenna Cummins 
says that the middle school and all of the schools are 
“consistently making growth and progressing.” 

“Our next step is to develop action plans based on the 
data,” Evans said. “I still think it comes down to taking 
ownership.” 

He also said that the community needs to help in tak¬ 
ing ownership by approving a nickel tax for facilities 
improvement. (See related story.) 

The Owsley County School District scored 62.7 or 
needs improvement. The high school had a score of 69.4 
and the elementary school scored 58.7. 


Dunaway 
dies in crash 

Beattyville man died Friday afternoon 
following a one-vehicle accident on KY 
498 near KY 11. 

According to Kentucky State Police, 
21-year-old Kyle D. Dunaway died at the 
scene of the accident. 

Police said that Douglas M. Olinger, 23 
of Beattyville, was driving a 1994 Ford 
truck when he lost control of his vehicle 
and struck a tree after leaving the roadway. 
Dunaway, along with John Olinger of Beat¬ 
tyville, were passengers in the vehicle. John 
Olinger was transported to the UK Hospital 
with non-life threatening injuries. 

The cause of the collision is still under 
investigation by Trooper Ty Robinson. 

The accident occurred just after 5 p. m. 


Fire houses to host 
‘nickel’ meetings 

I^epresentatives from the Lee County 
School District will be visiting area fire 
houses during the rest of the month to dis¬ 
cuss the district’s need for the “recallable 
nickel” tax proposed to improve school 
facilities. 

Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr., 
said Monday that the public is urged to 
attend the meetings so misinformation can 
be countered. 

He said the nickel would allow the district 
to increase its bonding potential so repairs 
and additions can be made at Southside 
Elementary, Lee County High School and 
Lee County Middle School. 

The meetings are: October 14 - Beart- 
rack Fire Department, October 20 - Tri- 
Community Fire Department, October 28 
- Primrose Fire Department and October 
29 - Beattyville/Lee County Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

Evans cited a recent report from Corbin 
that shows the importance of local districts 
approving the nickel tax. 

Corbin Independent is dropping a pro¬ 
posed recallable nickel this election because 
of the result of approving two in the past. 

The Kentucky Department of Education 
informed the district that the state would 
pick up the $15 million tab needed to pay 
for a new middle school. The district is to 
use its existing $5 bonding potential on the 
project. 

Corbin Superintendent Ed McNeel told 
the Times-Tribune that “...he would’ve 
never received the state’s offer if it hadn’t 
been for the efforts of previous school 
boards to improve district facilities. To re¬ 
ceive the assistance, school districts and the 
communities surrounding them must have 
been trying to improve district facilities in 
the past, according to McNeel.”

Needing relief 

Gravel dust covers everything 

visitor to Donna Akers Evans’ home on Bald Rock Road can taste the rock dust. It 
covers everything outside, and forces her to put sheets over her furniture. 

Her 18-month-old grandchild, who has asthma, cannot visit during a dry time. 

This is a dry time. 

Within 10 minutes, three vehicles drive by on the dry gravel road sending clouds of the 
dust up only to settle on Evans’ property. 

Her second vehicle, a Chevrolet Prizm, is covered so thickly with the gravel dust that 
a person can write a message on the back window. The message, “I need blacktop.” 

“I called Steve (Lee County Judge/Executive Steve Mays) last October, and he told me 
to talk with Carl (Magistrate Carl Ross),” said Evans. “I talked with him, and he said when 
the county gets more funds for blacktop he would see what he could do.” 

Evans said the dust is worse when the rock climbers are using the road. 

“There were 300 to 400 last October,” she said. Many, though not all, drive fast causing 
more dust.

Man charged 
with 

animal cruelty 

Liee County Deputy Sheriff Matt Eversole 
charged 40-year-old Thomas K. Phillips of 
Saw Mill Road with cruelty to animals in 
the second degree Saturday after finding a 
dog at Phillips’ residence suffering from a 
severe wound on its neck. 

According to the police report, Eversole 
said he was trying to locate Phillips after 
leaving a scene of an accident. 

“When I arrived at his residence, I noticed a 
dog tied up (to) his dog house with a chain 
around his neck, the chain had actually cut 
into the dog’s neck and the skin had grown 
back over the top of the chain. Blood and 
infection was pouring out of the dog’s neck 
where the chain was located. I called Animal 
Control, who seized the dog at the scene,” 
Eversole said in his report. 

Phillips is also charged with leaving 
the scene of an accident, operating on a 
suspended or revoked license, failure of 
non-owner operator to maintain insurance 
and no registration plate. 

Bond was set at $500. 

Phillips is to be arraigned October 14 in 
Lee District Court.

BREAKTHROUGH CATARACT LENS IMPLANT 


Anew implantable eye lens 
may someday render regular 
corrective lenses obsolete for 
many people. Called Symfony, 
the new lens can be surgically 
implanted in the eye to correct 
farsightedness. According to 
initial reports, the new lenses 
restore vision to near normal. 
While multi-focal lenses have 
been used in the past, they 
often produce a “halo” effect 
or fail to provide smooth focus. 
The newer Symfony lenses 
features tiny circular grooves 
in the front of the lens that 
change the rays of light so that 
the range of focus is stretched 
out from near to distance. This 
construction contrasts with 
current multi-focals that bend 
incoming light by refraction, 
which results in stepped focus. 

Once your cataract is 
removed, a new lens implant is 
inserted to replace it. Surgery is 
the only way a cataract can be 
removed. You should consider 
surgery when cataracts 
cause enough loss of vision 



to interfere with your daily 
activities.

Thoughts of an old guy from Harlan

I begin this as I sit at the 
fountain that marks the cen¬ 
ter of Deauville, France, the 
sister city of Lexington. The 
little square is charming, 
surrounded by cafes and 
shops. The harbor and boat 
docks are just beyond and 
then the beautiful beaches. 
The fountain is adorned by 
four large flags proudly fly¬ 
ing overhead - all of them 
American. 

Earlier in the week we 
visited the D-Day landing 
sites at Omaha Beach and 
the American Cemetery 
above. The grounds there 
are kept immaculately and 
reverently by the French 
caretakers, who show great 
respect for visitors from all 
over the world. They walk 
the many rows of white 
crosses and take pictures by 
the large monument honor¬ 
ing American dead. More 
American flags. In part, all 
the monuments commemo¬ 
rate the time we were allies 
- Americans, French, and 
British - united against a 
force clearly evil. 

And now today, here we 
are again coalescing against 
a new evil. The British are 
still debating their role as 
the French join us at least 
in air strikes. There’s a lot to 
think about, but some things 
stand out. Both Britain and 
France have large Muslim 
populations and thus fertile 
ground to grow their own 
terrorists, thus they have 
much at stake, along with 
us, An external force doing 
recruiting, training, and 
supporting of new terrorist 
talent is not something that 
can be permitted to exist. 

I always find it interest¬ 
ing, by the way, that while 
we remain comfortable with 
our British friends, we seem 


less aware of the French. I’m 
always warned before travel¬ 
ing to France how mean the 
French can be, this usually 
from someone who has never 
been there. My experience is 
quite different, having always 
found them about as nice as 
they can be, given one uses 
common Kentucky manners. 
The only rude person we’ve 
encountered this trip was from 
New York. He was loud and 
awful; I was embarrassed. 

Actually, this trip seems to 
find France especially friendly 
to Americans, in part due to 
the recognition of the sacri¬ 
fices of D-Day and possibly 
the influence of the World 


Equestrian Games and the 
Americans who attended 
there and, I believe, the 
realization of our common 
interests. President Barak 
Obama plays prominently 
on French TV, looking presi¬ 
dential (Thankfully!) and to 
good local reviews. 

We’ll see how the events 
unfold as we go, but for the 
moment, it seems entirely 
fitting that as we end our 
celebration of the 70 th an¬ 
niversary of Normandy, we 
begin anew our combined ef¬ 
fort against this generation’s 
evil. Having some experi¬ 
ence going to war, I do not 
take it lightly. But if go we 


should, then let us do so. We 
have much to consider in the 
way of what to/howto/ when 
to, but I think not whether 
to. On any level, practical, 
moral, reasonable, we must 
do something. It is good 
sense if possible to be joined 
by those of common interests 
and who are friends. 

In the U.S. we squabble 
incessantly as all the many 
interests we are, Republi¬ 
cans, Democrats, biased , 
disinterested, all the great 
variety. Seen from over here, 
we are all just Americans - 
and we are doing something. 
I could not be more proud.
